COUNCIL REMOVES ARCH FROM COUNTY SEAT 


Streetsville’s representation at 
Peel County Council will havea ‘‘new 
look’’ when the County Inaugura! 
takes place on Tuesday, January 21. 


Mayor J. J. Graham Q.C., a former 
Warden of Peel County, will be the 
Senior Member of County Council 
from Streetsville, and Reeve Hazel 
McCallion will now become the 
Junior Member at County Council - 
as a result of a by-law (passed 
by Council in camera) on Monday 
night. Only two members of Coun- 
cil, McCailion and Thomas, voted 
against the by-law when presented. 


Deputy-Reeve William Arch, who 
was removed completely from 
County Council, as a result of the 
by-law epproval, immediately 
tendered his resignation as Deputy 
Reeve. 


This makes the second resignation 
from Council since this term of 
office began. 


After Monday night’s rather dull, 
regular meeting, Council went into 


A recorded vote showed McCallion 
and Thomas voting against the by- 
law with the rest of Council approv- 
ing it. 

Council has not officialiy accepted 
Denuty Reeve Arch’s resignation. 
His resignation will be discussed 
at a special Council meeting. 

In an intervtew with The Review 
Mayor Graham officially stated he 
is not resigning as he had threatened 
a few weeks ago.

turned over to the town: These are not only a few of the things that I have 
helped promote in making Streetsville a desirable place to live, | was 
Warden of Peel County in 1956 when it too made great strides In County 
administration. | do not profess that I did: these things myself, bug | did 
give good leadership so that they could become a reality and it is In the 
cause of leadership I would like to ask the following questions, directed 
to the writer under the heading of ‘Participatory Democracy”’. 

1. Do you believe that participatory democracy can be carried out oY 
even a semblance of it unless you have good progressive leadership. 
2. Whar is your definition of gutter nolitics and as my name was quoted 
| feel I must qualify my position. When 1 went into the council I stated 
ro council thar I would only be in for the one term belleving that what | 
had to offer from exverience would be a help to our town, please cxplain 
why I should be interested In any kind of politics. 

3. When did you or anyone else ever hear me call anyone any names or 
did not address the chair tn a way befitting its status. 

4. Do you belleve that a newspaner can serve Is municipality best by 
the distof¥tion of facts aimost to ‘the point of libel, or Is it being used to 
make headlines or to sarisfy a personal grievance. 

5. Do you know of any constructive legislation brought before council 
that the Reeve and Deputy Reeve did not support? 

6. Do you believe that it was either a good thing or the proper thing to 
do in the interest of Srreetsville for the Mayor to Aa@ke the Reeve and 
myself off the committees we were servingon, with the excuse that we had 
too much work to do? It 1s Srtreetsville that is the looser and we are 
denied the privilege of serving our municipality In our righrful position 
for which we v re elected.

'n answer to your questions Mr, Arch: 

1. Your first question could not possibly be answered by a “‘yes’’ or a 
*‘no”’. It can only be answered by saying that if there is public Apathy in 
any type of organization or government, the leaders of such organization 
or government will likely do as they please. On the other hand good 
leadership Is most certainly needed to carry out the wishes of the elector- 
ate. 

2, When I mentioned your name in my editorial, sir, I only selectec the 
three members of Council who are the most boisterous In their attacks 
on one another, or other:people, or the subject at hand. The phrase

G.S. is as much electrical energy 
as the Ontario Hydro power demand 
on its entire system in 1947. 


Station Superintendent J. A.Savory, 
P, Eng., said that a new peak for 
electric nower output from the plant 
has been reached. All eight gener- 


ating units have peen operating since 
December 16. The station has come 
close to Its full potential with a maxi- 
mum ‘output so far of 2,310,000 
kilowatts with 2,200,000 kilowatts 
oeing delivered to the system, 
Lakeview G.S, is the largest coal- 
fired thermal electric power plant in 
Canada and one of the largest in the 
world, It has eight 300,000 kiloware 
turbo-generating units. Construc- 
tion of the olant started in 1959 and 
the last three units were com- 
missioned this year. Its full poten- 
tial is 2,400,000 kilowarts.
